The property listed in this catalogue will be offered and sold subject to the following terms 
and conditions: 


1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means the Parke- 
Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the 
property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of the sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item 
in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a ““Lot’’ then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale 
injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to the Galleries 
immediately following the sale thereof; and payment of the whole purchase price, or such 
part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be immediately made by the purchaser 
thereof.

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BRIEF note on the first group of sixteenth and seventeenth 

century Persian rugs to appear at public auction in several years 

—actually since the Tabbagh sale—must necessarily seem of a 
TetOspectivercasceand- tiemiaines-Orticm clkccutic (raty, the Clarke, and 
the Benguiat collections, which appear here, will awake the anticipations of 
those who, memoria ac litteris, still keep alive the standards of the great 
collectors of Safavid carpets. 

The Herat (‘Ispahan’) and ‘Polonaise’ rugs in the catalogue eftectively 
portray the grandeur of the second Persian Renaissance and the Medicean 
character of the reign of ‘Abbas the Great. The choice small Ispahan pal- 
mette rug [ Number 68 ] and its rare animal congener of Indian weave [ Num- 
ber 67]; the beautiful Polonaise rug from the Schiff collection [ Number 69 ], 
one of the most exquisite examples of this luxurious art, and the important 
large carpet [Number 71], formerly in the collection of V. & L. Benguiat, 
indicate in unanimity the brilliance of this final and fruitful reunion of Iranian 
and Chinese influences. Even the end of the story [Number 76] is written in 
letters of dignity. 

The collector of the more formal Sunnite weaves will remark a highly 
interesting archaic cypress rug from Central Asia Minor [Number 62] 
dating from about 1650, and a virile red and blue Oushak carpet [ Number 
74] in excellent condition, as well as a notable little group of five Ghiordes 


prayer rugs (namazliks) of the eighteenth century.
